The bloody clashes between the 


police In nazl occupied Amster- 
dam, Holland, and Dutch "disturb- 
ances of the peace," Is perhaps the 
most Important of the big news 
events of the past twenty-four 
hours. 


Its significance lies in tho fact 


that it Is the rash which tella 
us of a malady that it taking a 
hold on Europe—A growing oppo- 
sition to tho overlordshlp of Ger- 
many. 
We don't hear much of 


this, because of ear and censor- 
ships, but If you watch carefully 
you will see that It is there. 


Thus far the occupations have 


been accepted In most countries 
with a smouldering, passive re- 
sistance, but in many cases1 this 
has broken out Into active opposi- 
tion to the nazi conquerors. Under- 
cover sabotage and refusal to co- 
operate with the Gorman adminis- 
tration long has been apparent 
In 
numerous 
countries—notably 


Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, Norway, 
Holland and France. 


The point of all this, of course, 


Is that quite apart from any ac- 
tive resistance, a refusal by the 


civilian population 
with tho overlord!! 


to cooperate 
means 
that 


government and industry cannot 
function properly. 
This has been 


one of the chief weapons of the 
Chinese against the Japanese In- 
vaders—refusal to co-operate. It Is , 
one of Herr Hitler's gravest dan-| 
gers. My tip Is to watch It If you 
would know how the conquest of 
Europe goes. 


Much more sensational 
would 


seem to be the announcement that 
German troops are in action In 
Italian Libya and have clashed 
with the British south of Bengasi.

ing surplus commodities from the

prison 
recommendations 


grew out of a survey made by 
Texas A. and M. College under 
auspices of the prison board. 


The governor noted the survey

wise judgment. 


He suggested that public school 


free 
textbooks, 
among 
other 


things, be printed by the prison 
system "at a fraction" of the $1,- 
500,000 annual expenditure for the 
texts.

Believes Profit Possible. 


The governor compared the pris- 


on system to a 70,000 acre fertile 
farm, free of debt, taxes and labor 
costs, yet operating at a loss. 


"I called In some farmers and 


asked them whether they thought 
they could make a profit If some- 
body would turn ovei- to them a 
farm like this," he said. 


"The answers were that they 


would like to have such an offer 
and they believed they could make 
as least a million dollars per year 
profit." 


He approached Texas A. and M. 


college officials and 
the prison 


board In joint meeting and the 
former agreed to make an econom- 
ic survey of the system to deter-

This is the way with a 


leader of the military type, 
who thrives on victories and 
territorial conquests.

the 
territories he 


takes over. He seizes their 
money and food and raw 
production, thus easing the 
situation in his own coun- 
try, where everything else 
is sacrificed to armament. 
But the new supplies are 
soon used up and the war 
machine is hungry again, 
and the easiest way to ap- 
pease or fool his own peo- 
ple is by new victories. 


Napoleon 
worked 
the 


war racket in much the 
same way. But he was more 
constructive 
and humane 


than Hitler, and many of 
his innovations 
have 
en- 


dured. Hitler seems almost 
wholly destructive and re- 
actionary when judged by 
modern civilized standards. 


Napoleon was a power 


for more than 20 years, un- 
til Britain finally put him 
down. It would be sad to 
think of Hitler lasting that 
long. 


WORLD ORDER. 


A remark by Columnist 


Jay Franklin sets many of 
us to thinking. "The defeat 
of the British Empire," he 
says, "would destroy 
the 


. only world order the plan' 
et has ever known." 


That statement isn't en- 


tirely true. 
The 
ancient 


Roman Empire, under the 
Caesars, maintained 
law 


and order pretty effective- 
ly throughout the known 
world, even though1 it was 
ssometimes 
needlessly se 


vere. There was a long pe- 
riod when life and proper 
ty were safe almost every- 
where. And 
China 
long 


served the same purpose in 
her own region. 


Anyway, the British have 


been the modem Romans. 
It is surprising, when you 
look at the matter historic- 
ally, to see how closely the 
"Pax Britannica" has 
re- 


placed the "Pax Romana" 
in the last couple of cen- 
turies over a 
very 
large 


part of the world, especial- 
ly with regard to "heath 
en hordes without the law." 


Now Hitler is trying to 


replace this system with a 
"Pax Germanica," by which 
not merely the heathen but 
the civilized and Christian- 
ized areas would be gov- 
erned from 
Berlin. 
And 


with an iron hand, far more 
ruthless than that of the 
Caesars or the British ov 
erlords. 


Americans, never 
fully 


trusting any broad system 
of control by 
one 
nation 


over others, still dream of 
a world union of free slates 
somewhat on the order of 
our own Union. And the 
British, who 
lately 
have 


come pretty close to such 
a free union within their 
Empire, now seem to 
be 


thinking of some such sys- 
tem for the whole world 
when this wa_r is over. 


PLASTIC'FENDERS

STATE SELECTIVE SERVICE IS 
ATTEMPTING AGAIN TO CLARIFY 


CLASSIFYING OF MARRIED MEN 


AUSTIN, Tex., Feb. 
28.—(/Pi- 
State selective service headquart- 
ers tackled anew today the prob- 
lem of classifying married 
men, 


Interpreting the selective service 
law and 
regulations 
for 
local 


boards In seven respects. 
State Selective Service Director 
J. Watt Page, prefacing a long 
statement, emphasized 
that 
the 


boards must decide each cose on 
individual circumstances. 
Page said the boards should take 


Into consideration the following 
facts: 
1. It 1* neither the letter nor 
the spirit of the selective service 
law or the regulations for local 
boards automatically to place all 
married men In Class III-A. 


2. It was not the purpose of the 


selective service law to suspend 
the institution of marriage among 
registrants, and the law vested in 
the local boards a wide discretion 
and lattitude In the classification 
of married men. 


3. Married men who hove chil- 


dren who are dependent upon.them 
for support should bo deferred. 
Married men whose wives are In 
fact dependent upon them should 
be deferred. 


4. Married men who are sep- 
arated from their wives and who 
are not supporting thorn should 
not be deferred. 


6. Local boards have the right 
to and should scrutinize all mar- 


riages which have taken 
place 


since Sept. 16, 1940, the date on 
which the selective service law 
became effective, and they should 
especially scrutinize those 
mar- 


riages which were hastily effected 
about the time the registrants be- 
gan receiving their questionnaires 
and notices of classification, In 
order to determine whether the 
marriage relation was entered into 
with the primary view of evading 
service. If the local board is of 
the opinion that a man married 
for the purpose of evading mili- 
tary service, he should be placed 
In class 1-A and not be deferred 
because of his marital status. 


6. Every case should stand on 


its own bottom and be decided 
fairly and squarely so that 
tho 


government as well as the regis- 
trant shall receive a fair deal. Tho 
board should take into considera- 
tion all of the facts regarding the 
standard of living of the married 
couple Involved, and 
In 
a cose 


where the wife Is working, deter- 
mine whether tho amount earned 
by her is sufficient having due re- 
gard for her standard of living 
to make her independent of and 
not dependent upon her husband 
for support and maintenance. 


In those cases the board should 


also consider among other facts 
whether or not tho husband and 
wife are working together for the 
maintenance of a home, and wheth-

over-all Increase for the 


entire state was 14 deaths, of 0,5 
per cent. 
"The Increase in highway fatal-

"I lay air night on top of poor

Moore, the steward, appar- 
ently was, killed outright. 


After being removed, he asked 


for a second hypodermic and when 
stretcher-bearers started carrying 
him down a ravine, the stretcher 
started to buckle and he said: 
"Easy boys, don't dump me—

this thing?" 


While the Injured were placed on 


stretchers for the laborious trek 
to the waiting ambulances, the 
dead were laid in a row beside the

morning mist to Atlanta hospitals, 
their speed increased by police 
cars that served at escorts and 
blocked slderoads along the wind- 
ing Jon«sboro-Atlanta highway.

cident pending fuller inquiry. 


Mrs. Ltttledale was trapped in

"I'm all right; see what you can 
do to help the others."

Eddie Rickenbacker, famous Amer- 
ican automobile manufacturer and 
racer, and world war ace with the 
American 
Expeditionary 
Force, 
was seriously injured early Thurs- 
day when an Eastern Air Liner 
with sixteen aboard crashed in a 
pine woods near 
Atlanta 
after 


getting off the radio beam. Rick- 
enbacker is also president of East- 
ern Air Lines.

Noted Auto Racer. 


Edward V. Rlckenbacker was a 


noted auto racer in the pre-war 
years, having set a world's speed 
record of 134 miles an hour in a 
Blitzen Benz at Daytona Beach In 
1914, when he was 24. 


Enlisting in 1917 as a chauffeur 


to General John J. Pershing he 
soon found this pace too slow and 
entered the air corps, soloed after 
a dozen lessons and downed his 
first enemy plane on May 2, 1918. 
War's end found him top Ameri- 
can ace with twenty-one official 
victories, and the hat-in-the-ring 
emblem of his squadron one of the 
most feared in the skies. 


After the war he manufactured 
an automobile bearing his name 
and when this venture failed, he 
returned to an old love as oper- 
ator of the Indianapolis Motor 
Company. 


His connection with Eastern Air 


Lines began in 1934 and under his 
guidance the company made great 
advances in its field. Daring in 
the air, he preached caution to 
his operating personnel and helped 
build a record nnmarred bv any 
major crash. 


Rep. Byron, 45-year-old Danville, 


Va., native also has a flying back- 
ground, having served as an air 
corps lieutenant in the World War.
